Burgess Soissoa wants all school 


teachers within tho borough to exert 
the greatest care that no chalk finds 
its way into the children's hands. He 
Is of opinion that moat of the chalk 
comes from the school rooms. 
He 


also asks for the assistance of all par- 
ents In acoing that their children do 
not abuse their privilege of chalking 
things up on the night of the celebni 
tion. 


"Tho citizens of town iiitisl. aid in 


this matter," the Burgess said. "We 
have a small police force and cannot 
huvu a man on every street in town to 
inspect the writings that are made. 
When any citizen discovers obscene 
characters on pavements or bullrings 
lie should, if possible, ascertain the 
names of the offenders and report 
them to the police. 
Unless we have 


the moral support of the community 
our efforts will go for naught." 


Tho pollco will be directed to bring 


all offenders to the police station. The 
prisoners under 14 wll be hold for an 
hour or so and then taken home %vlth 
the recommendation that the parental 
slipper bo applied. Those over 14 will 
be fined tho limit.
